Carious  Plctnre. 

Mr.  Editor. 

The  picture  mentioned  in  last  week's 
paper  has  quite  a  history    and  may 
ing  to  those  who  take 
the  old  Indian  tribes 
that  lived  and  nourished  many  years 
igo  in  the  far  west. 
This  picture  which  is  upon  a  board 
JX15  inches  was  painted  by  one  of 
tnc    old  Spanish    missionaries  and 
placed  in  the  Pecos  church  which  was 
built  in  1648. 

The  "Pecos"  were  Pueblo  or  Vil- 
lage Indians  in  New  Mexico  whose 
early  history  is  lost  in  the  time  past 
and  whose  numbers  gradually  de- 
creased until  only  seven  men  remained 
and  they  left  their  village  which  was 
crumbling  to  ruins,  and  joined  the 
Jamtx  tribe. 

They  had  a  tradition  that  a  subject 
swallow-wl  all  but  them  :  but  they  are 
all  full  of  traditions,  so  we  may  believe 
that  the  decline  of  the  Pecos  tribe  was 
due  to  other  causes. 

This  picture  was  taken  by  Augustine 
Peco.one  of  the  seven  men  whom  they 
left  in  old  Pecos  villagc.and  was  k  ept 
by  him  till  recently  when  it  fell 
the  hands  of  the  merchant  at  Santa 
Fe  of  whom  I  bought  it. 

It  is  called  "Afaria  Santisima  y  el 
Nino  Jesus" — Saint  Mary  and  the 
fant  Jesus. 

As  a  relic  curiosity  it  is  well  worth 
seeing,  and  is  its  own  witness  to  its 
antiquity  and  genuineness.

Probably  the  most  conspicuous,  ii 
deed  as  far  as  we  know,  the  only  note 
worthy  offence  against  public  polite- 
ness iu  Scituate  is  on  the  part  of  dri- 
vers of  carriages  as  respects  pedestri- 
ans. We  imagine  the  kind  of  impolile- 
ncss  is  peculiar  to  Scituate.  Those 
who  drive  in  our  streets  seem  to  act  on 
the  principle  that  pedestrians  have  no 
rights  which  chariots  are  bound  t< 
spect  Instead  of  having  the  grace  10 
give  a  small  portion  of  the  road  to 
foot-passengers,  they  even  seem  to  be 
drawn  as  near  the  travellers  as  possi- 
ble like  Sinbad  to  the  magnetic 
mountain.
